Multitude of Duties

Prompt payment of bills through 
speedy and accurate handling of ac- 
counts saves many thousands of dol- 
lars for business firms each month. 
Who will see that the Army effects 
a@ similar savings? 

Fin. Dept. Is Answer 

The answer to all of these questions 
is the Finance Department of the 
Army. Since its creation nine years 
ago this department has been render- 
ing that unheralded, quiet service, like 
a lubricant in a delicate piece of ma- 
chinery keeps things running smoothly 
and aims to prevent friction without 
as well as within. 

To the Army as a fighting machine, 
it contributes materially by aiding 
morale in that it sees that that im- 
portant item “pay” is delivered to 
every officer and man on the day it 
is due, no matter in what part of the 
world he may be, and by assisting and 
advising the persormmel in numerous 
other ways such as depositing their 
savings and giving them interest on 
it, paying life insurance premiums and 
sending portions of their pay to their 
dependents. 

Value Incalculable e 

In contributing toward an economic 
end business-like administration of the 
Army as an agency of the people, the 
value of the Finance Department is in- 
calculable. The War found the War 
Department with as many accounting 
and disbursing agencies as there were 
supply branches. This system did not 
lend itself easily to expansion, as co- 
ordination was lacking. Methods were 
go varied that it was difficult, if not 
impossible, to compile accounting data. 
Thousands and thousands of obliga- 
tions were remaining unpaid for long 
periods, resulting in dissatisfaction 
among business men dealing with the 
department and loss of cash discounts 
by which the Army might benefit. 

To solve the problem, the financial 
agencies were combined into the Fin- 
ance Service. On June 4, 1920, the 
successful operation of this service led 
to the creation of the Finance Depart- 
ment as a permanent bureau of the 
War Department with its head desig- 
nated as the Chief of Finance. 

Since that time the Finance Depart 
ment has absorbed all the administra- 
tive functions involved in the disburse- 
ment of funds relating to the military 
activities of the War Department and 
the examination and accpunting for 
these funds. The control of creating 
the obligations still rests with “the 
chiefs of supply branches and their

Cut Capital Details 


"TOTAL consecutive details of Army 
officers to service in the District of 
Columbia will henceforth be limited to 
four years, the War Department an- 
pounced yesterday. 

Commencing July 1, 1900, Army offi- 
cers who have been on duty for four 
ears, successively, at any post in th 
istrict of Columbia, will not be eligi- 
ble for detail as students at the Army 
War College, the Industrial Coilege, the 
Army Medical School, or any other 
duty in Washington. Upon completion 
of their details in any of the special 
service schools located in Washington, 
Army officers will be limited to three 





years’ service immediately subsequent 


to the completion of such details. 





Seek Cause of Naval 
Officers’ Resignations 





A TOTAL of 81 line officers of the 

navy have resigned since January 1, 
it was learned this week. Many be- 
lieve that this situation is due largely 
to the pay and promotion conditions 
and to determine just what part these 
items do play the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion has sent a circular letter to all 
ships and stations telling officers that 
when resignations are submitted if the 
officer is resigning because he consid- 
ers his chances of promotion poor, or 
the pay inadequate, he should state so 
in his resignation. 

The letter follows: 

“An officer submitting his resigna- 
tion will hereafter be required to in- 
clude in the letter submitting it the 
precise reason for submitting the res- 
ignation. 

“Because an officer desires to attend 
school, enter business, or accept a po- 
sition in civil life is a reason for wish- 
ing to enter civil life but the Bureau 
desires information as to why an of- 
ficer desires to leave the service, and 
while it does not desire to pry into 
the personal affairs of an officer, for 
its own information and for the infor- 
mation of Congress it desires reasons 
why officers separate themselves from 
the service and give up a naval career. 

“If the officer is resigning because 
he considers his chances of promotion 
poor, the pay inadequate, or the de- 
privation of home life too ardous, these 
reasons should be given in addition to 
any other reasons.”

Six Considered as C. of E. 


ITH the field of officers under con- 

sideration for appointment as 
Chief of Engineers narrowed down to 
“five or six,” Secretary of War Good 
hopes to be able to make his recom- 
mendation to the President within a 
“week or ten days,” he announced Au- 
gust 15. 

Just now, he said, he is studying the 
military records, the civil records and 
the general efficiency of the officers 
under consideration. Not the least of 
the qualifications being studied is the 
manner in which the man conducts 
himself in his relations with others, it 
was said, inasmuch as an affable man- 
ner is a great asset to a chief of engi- 
neers who has a great many people 
to meet and confer with. 

The Secretary said that no consider- 
ation is being given as to whether or 
not those under consideration are for or 
against the so-called “Jadwin plan.” 

Questioned as to whether or not the 
appointment would be made from offi- 
cers now in the Engineer Corps the 
Secretary said that those under con- 
sideration were all on the list of those 
eligible under the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Act, which does not re- 
quire that they be in that branch. 

That provision reads, “Appointment 
as chief of any branch shall be made 
from among officers commissioned in 
grades not below that of colonel, and 
as assistant from among officers of not 
less than fifteen years’ commissioned 
service, who have demonstrated by ac- 
tual and extended service in such 
branch or on similar duty that they 
are qualified for such appointment.” 








Next Pay Move Seen 
Coming in Congress 


WHILE no official action is being 
taken on the report of the Inter- 
departmentai Pay Board, undercurrents 
of events are brightening the prospects 
for Congressional action at the next 
session. mt 

From present indications the initia- 
tive will have to be taken by Congress 
in view of the administrative drive for 
a reduction in military expenditures. 
It can hardly be expected that either 
the Secretary of War or the Secretary 
of the Navy the two major branches 
affected by the recommended changes, 
will ask for the necessary legislation 
with the President seeking to cut down 
appropriations. 

Reed and James Interested 

However, both Senator Reed and 
Congressman James have shown their 
interest in service pay conditions and 
will, in all probability, force consider- 
ation of this question by their commit- 
tees. On the Navy side Senator Hale 
and Congressman Britten can be count- 
ed on to lend their support. 

So far as the Navy is concerned de- 
partmental heads will oppose no objec- 
tions to the introduction of pay legisla- 
tion and on the other hand will lend 
their support if Congress undertakes a 
study of conditions. 

In the Army there is every indica- 
tion that eventually the report will be 
given official sanction. Gen. Summerall 
is now studying the report and recom- 
mendations and will forward it to the 
Secretary. 

An unfortunate interpretation of 
Secretary Good’s attitude resulted from 
press reports of one of his conferences. 
Making it plain that publication of the 
report at the time it came out had ab- 
solutely no connection with the an- 
nouncement of the President’s orders 
for a survey of the military establish- 
ment, Secretary Good was quoted as 
saying in effect that it was the Navy’s 
pigeon and the Army was not interest- 
ed in pay revision. This naturally 
aroused some resentment in Army cir- 
cles where the pinch of inadequate pay 
is felt as keenly as in the other 
branches. 

Amplifies Statement 

In a later interview, August 15, the 
Secretary amplified his former state- 
ment and made it plain that he was not 
opposed to remedial legislation if the 
need for an increase were shown. He 
said that he realizes that there are in- 
equalities in the pay of the services 
which will have to be adjusted some 
time. He said further that he had not

Survey Report by Nov. 1 


ECRETARY OF WAR GOOD does 

not expect the report of the Army 
survey ordered by President Hoover to 
be ready before November 1. 

“It is a pretty big proposition,” the 
Secretary said in a press conference 
August 15, “but we are going at it with 
an ax to see where we can get a reduc- 
tion.” 

Questioned as to rumors that a re- 
duction in commissioned personnel is 
planned, the Secretary replied that as 
far as he knew nothing of the sort was 
contemplated and no such project was 
before him. 

Meanwhile, officers of the General 
Staff are busily engaged in studying 
the information already placed before 
them by chiefs of branches. In ad- 
vance of complete surveys by each 
chief the staff, it is understood, is call- 
ing for information on subjects to 
which special study will be given. 

Throughout the survey those en- 
gaged in the work are carrying in mind 
the closing admonition of President 
Hoover in his economy statement when 
he said “and at the same time maintain 
completely adequate preparedness, such 
an investigation to be constructive and 
not destructive.” 

All branches are hard at work 

iling their data and recommendations 
or the general staff and probably will 
be for some time.

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Accord With England 
Viewed as No Nearer

i the face of the renewed optimism 

over the limitation of naval arma- 
ments negotiation, based on the 
vaguest of official statements that “sat- 
isfactory progress is being made,” the 
bald fact stands out that there are no 
developments apparent that warrant 
the assumption that Naval accord is 
any nearer at hand. 

In fact indications are multiplying 
that both governments realize the fu- 
tility of further attempt to reach an 
agreement that would require imme- 
diate scrapping of British cruiser ton- 
nage. Well-grounded reports state 
that London has sugges the possi- 
bility of an eventual parity by means 
of an agreement to cut drastically 
plans for replacement of the older 
cruisers, thus offering a future equality 
as a substitute for the American pro- 
‘posal. Color is lent the reports by the 
sudden activity in American adminis- 
trative and naval circles. 

Board Is Busy 

Following the now historic breakfast 
at the White House and the conference 
between the President, Secretaries of 
State and Navy and members of the 
general board and other naval experts, 
the board has been strenuously occu- 
pied, the natural inference being that 
the experts advise and recommenda- 
tions is sought. 

There appears to be no doubt that a 
crisis was reached in the negotiations, 
Both rag Adams and Rear Ad- 
miral H. P. Jones were hurriedly re- 
called from their vacations and the sub- 
sequent feverish activities, marked 
contrast to the marked apathy of the 
past few weeks, is sufficient proof that 
important events have transpired. 

Within the past 24 days, press dis- 
patches, beari all the earmarks of 
Admiralty inspirations, definitely out- 
lined the difficulty and practical impos- 
sibility of the MacDonald government 
subscribing to any agreement that even 
suggests reduction. 


Attention to Cruisers 

With attention in this country focused 
on the American British cruiser prob- 
lem, which after all is but one step in 
a long flight of stairs, little considera- 
tion has been given to other major as- 
pects of the situation. London dis- 
patches are laying a stress on some of 
these other factors, making it plain 
that any acceptable proposals must be 
be tentative and their eventual accept- 
ance predicate on the attitude the other 
three great naval powers, Japan, 
France, and Italy, take. 

France and Italy are now in open 
naval rivalry and with England irre- 
vocably involved in the Mediterranean 
situation, it is obvious that any cur- 
iailment of her cruiser and auxiliary 
naval strength must be predicated on 
paralelling concessions on their part. 

Regardless of any optimism in official 
circles, existence of which is none too 
apparent, the situation today looks no 
more hopeful than at the opening of 
the present negotiations, and at that 
time there were many o ers who, 
having followed closely the long series 
of attempts since the Washington con- 
ference to extend limitation, were con- 
vinced that the President was fore- 
doomed to failure. 


_As matters now stand, the negotia- 
tions are being directly handled by the 
administration. In many it is 
felt that Ambassador Dawes, in his 
first interview following his conference 
with Premier MacDonald, hampered the 
chances for success by his blunt utter- 
ances leading to the convictions that 
the naval experts were out of the pic- 
ture and an a ment was being 
sought through “diplomatic” channels. 

As a matter of fact ever since the 
earliest date of the negotiations, our 
naval experts have been in closest con- 
tact--with the administration and their 

fvice-has been sought at every stage.

EN. JADWIN’S retirement is a great loss to the Army, the Detroit Free 
Press (Independent) declares.

He emerged from it with stars on his shoulders, and 
with the Distinguished Service Medal, the British Order of Companion of the 
Bath, and the badge of a comrade of the French Legion of Honor. * * * The 
country should wish him long life and happiness, now that he retires, and should 
respect him as a man who has honored his profession and his nation in the face 
of the whole world.” 


HE RETIREMENT of Gen. Jadwm mark the end of a public career notable

British View U. S. “Economy” 


AN INTERESTING view of the Hoo- 
ver statement calling for tax re- 
duction through economy in the forces 
of national defense is contained in the 
Army, Navy and Air Force Gazette 
published in London, England. 

“The United States Army,” the Brit- 
ish paper says, “is already efficient and 
its establishment is as small as safety 
permits—even in the American Con- 
tinent.” 

In another reference the editor 
writes, “It is more probable that the 
military representations will be ignored 
and that economy will be attained by 
blue pencil with more regard to pres- 
ent finance than future security.” 

The article follows: 

“At the present time the United 
States is the richest country in the 
world, and the anxiety of the Presi- 
dent in regard to the financial burdens 
of the American people may well ap- 
pear to be unnecessary. Like many 
politicians all over the world and 
through all ages of times, he seeks for 
retrenchment and economy in the fight- 
ing Services of his country. Other ob- 
vious means of reducing national ex- 
penditure are ignored. The coming into 
effect of the Kellogg Pact has induced 
Mr. Hoover to make a long statement 
on the effect on taxation of the main- 
tenance of large military forces. In 
that statement he admitted that ‘the 
current expenditure on the strictly 
military activities of the Army and 
Navy constitutes the largest military 
Budget of any nation in the world to- 
day, and at a time when there is less 
real danger of extensive disturbance 
to peace than at any time in more 
than half a century.’ He followed that 
expression of opinion with a — 
‘The hope of tax reduction,’ he said, 
‘lies in a large degree in our ability to 
economise on the military and na 
expenditure, and still maintain ade- 
quate defense.’ The figures quoted in 
his statement have a definite interest.” 

(Here the article quotes the figures 
from President Hoover’s statement:) 

“The reference to veterans of past 
wars reminds one of a statement made 
on good authority about a quarter of 
a century ago that in 1900 the United 
States Government was still paying 

sions to 800 widows of men who fell 
fn the Anglo-American War of 1812- 
14, though far less than 800 men were 
killed throughout the progress of that 
campaign. The figure given by the 
President as representing pensions paid 
to veterans ‘who suffered in past wars’ 
is astoundingly high. British war pen- 
sions expenditure in 1927-28 amounted 
to £59,750,000. British casualties in 





killed amounted to 743,702, and in 
wounded to 1,693,262. American casu- 
alties were 115,660 killed and 205,690 
wounded. United States war pensions 
for veterans of wars previous to 1914 
amounted in 1928 to about £45,793,000, 
a sum which proves that American sol- 
diers—and their widows—‘never die.’ 
Subtracting this sum from the total 
given by Mr. Hoover, it would seem 
that the United States spends £118,- 
200,000 on pensions due to the Great 
War; that is to say, twice as much as 
this country spends on pensions for a 
scale set by seven times the number 
of casualties. 

“The President hopes to save on 
naval expenditure ‘by international 
agreement on naval arms.’ The United 
States Navy is large and reductions 
will not greatly affect its effectiveness 
and efficiency. He has also approved 
of a plan of the Secretary of War for 
the setting up within the General Staff 
of ‘commission of leading Army of- 
ficers to reconsider our whole Army 
program and to see what services and 
other outlays have become obsolete 
through the advancement of science and 
war methods, and what development 
programs can be spread over longer 
periods, in view of the general world 
outlook, and at the same time main- 
tain completely adequate preparedness.’ 
The United States Army is already 
efficient and its establishment is as 
small as safety permits—even in the 
American Continent. If the terms of 
reference of the proposed Commission 
are observed strictly much good may 
come, but it is more probable that the

An article in the London Times stated 
“the President is engaged in the 
beneficent task of imposing the Kel- 
logg Pact upon the imagination of the 
country, and he would be the last to 
forget that the setting forth of ma- 
terial good which might flow from its 
observance is at least as persuasive 
as the normal appeal. There are two 
groups in the United States who do the 
Kellogg Pact harm—the cynics, believ- 
ers in the ‘biological necessity of war,’ 
and perfervid enthusiasts who cry out 
that tomorrow the millennium will be 
here. Mr. Hoover has no patience with 
either, but from a point midway be- 
tween them he sees that the pact is 
piece of machinery holding infinite pos- 
sibilities for good, if it be courageously 
and carefully utilized. He will give 
it, if the country and the world will 
let him, a place in the American scheme 
of things at lower than the Monroe 
doctrine.”

REFUSES MONEY TRANSFER

Pay Data on °17 Graduates 
E class of 1917 of Princeton Uni- 
versity, 93 per cent of whose mem- 
bers served in the war, now has an 
average income of $7,800 a year, ac 
cording to figures published in the 
class’ “Ten Year Book” just out. 

The figures make an interesting com. 
parison with salaries in the services, 
inasmuch as these men were in the 
services and are of the same general 
type and age. Whereas the average 
of that class ten years after gradua- 
tion (this ten years including the time 
they served in the war) is now $7,800 
a@ year the average salary of a cap- 
tain in the army (and the correspond- 
ing grade in the other services) includ- 
ing maximum allowances under the 
1922 schedule is only $4,278 and that of 
a first lieutenant $3,358. 

The average salary of members of 
the class was $8,067 and the median 
salary was $6,000 when the figures 
were compiled two years ago. The 
distinction between “average” and 
“median” was explained by the edi- 
tors of the book, who point out that 
if three men receive $3,000, $5,000 and 
$70,000 the average jumps to $26,000 
but the median remains at $5,000. 

One member of the class earns 48 
salary of $100,000 or more. Eight re- 
ceive $25,000, forty-three earn between 
$10,000 and $25,000. Only six receive 
less than $2,000. Twenty-two make be 
tween $2,000 and $3,000, thirty-five be- 
tween $3,000 and $4,000, twenty-five 
between $4,000 and $5,000, fifty-six 
between $5,000 and $7,500, and thirty 
between $7,500 and $10,000. . 

In a foreword to the book, presi- 
dent John Grier Hibben points out 
that the graduates of 1917 were mem- 
bers of the real “War Class” of the 
university. Of the 419 members of 
the class, 389 enlisted. Twenty-two 
members lost their lives in the service 
or as a result of war wounds. Nearly 
three-fourths of the men in service 
were commissioned officers. 

Among the members of the class 
were John Peale Bishop, Edmund Hope 
Driggs, Jr., F. Scott Fitzgerald, Wil- 
liam Gibbs McAdoo, Jr., Townsend 
Martin and Elliott White Springs.

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Convention Signed 


‘THE convention adopted by the In- 
ternational Conference on Safety of 

Life at Sea was aes ————— by 
the resentatives of ei nm nations, 

dit those of the United States, 
the Navy Department announced re- 
cently. "The new convention is a re- 
vision and enl mt of the conven- 
tion of 1914, which was never ratified 
by the United States. Presumably the 
Convention of 1929 will be presented 
for ratification by this country in due 
time, it was stated. 

‘The Convention of 1929 consists of 
eight chapters and two annexes. The 
greater portion of the Convention deals 
with matters of primary concern to the 
Merchant Marine. Naval personnel is 
directly concerned with those parts of 
the Convention having to do with saf- 
ety of navigation, ineluding the 
amended rules for preventing collision 
at sea. 

The following is a brief summary of 
the action taken in these matters. None 
of the changes become effective until 
they are enacted into law in this coun- 
try, and they are presented here merely 
as a matter of interest to the Service. 
Chapter V.—Safety ‘of Navigation: 
Article 33 defines the ships to which 
the chapter applies. Article 34 deals 
with danger messages. Prescribes that 
the masters of ships meeting with dan- 
gerous ice, dangerous derelicts, dan- 
gerous tropical storms, etc., shall com- 
municete the information in the man- 
ner prescribed. Article 35, dealing with 
meteorological services, requires the 
contracting governments to encourage 
the collection and dissemination of 
such information useful to mariners. 

Articles 36 and 37 deal with the ice 
patrol and derelict destruction, the 
services to be continued and somewhat 
enlarged under the management of this 
Government. Article 38 prescribes a 
moderate speed or alteration of course 
by every ship in the vicinity of ice. 
Article 39 provides for the study of, 
with a view to improvement in, the 
North Atlantic routes by the steam- 
ship companies concerned. Article 40 
urges the adoption, prior to July 1, 
193:, of the Collision Regulations con- 
tained in Annex II. Article 41 pro- 
vides that orders to helm shall be 
given in the direct sense; that is, when 
the ship is going ahead an order con- 

ining the word “starboard” or “right” 
shall only be used when it is intended 
that the wheel, the rudder-blade and 
the head of the ship, shall all move to 
the right. The phraseology adopted 
leaves to the choice of the different 
governments the term to be used in giv- 
ing these direct orders to the helms- 
man. Articles 42, 43, 44 and 45 deal 
with the use, misuse, and speed of dis- 
tress signals and urgency signals. Ar- 
ticle 46 prescribes that an efficient 
signalling lamp shall be carried by all 
ships of over 150 gross tons. Article 
47, effective within two years from 
the date on which the Convention comes 
in force, prescribes that all passenger 
ships of over 5,000 tons shall be pro- 
vided with a radio compass. Article 
48 prescribes an efficient manning 
scale for all vessels. 

Annex I: Safety of Navigation Regu- 
lations. Regulation XLVI deals with 
the manner and form in which ice, 
derelicts, etc., shall be reported. 

Annex II: Contains the Regulations 
for Preventing Collisions as modified 
by the Convention. Only the more im- 
portant.changes are noted below. No 
change was made in the rules dealing 
with speed in a fog, or in the steer- 
ing and sailing rules. Article 2 has 
been changed in order to make com- 
pulsory the carrying of the second 
white mast head light. A provision 
has been inserted excusing naval ves- 
sels of special construction in which it 
is not possible to comply fully with 
the provisions of this article as to 
position of lights or their range vis- 
ibility, from being held to the same de- 
gree of exactness in this matter as are 
other vessels. Article 10 makes com- 
pulsory the carrying of a stern light, 
except in small vessels in bad weather. 
Article 11 makes international the use 
ef an anchor ball. Article 14 has been 
rewritten to reverse the former rule, 
so that when these new regulations 
come into effect “A vessel proceeding 
under sail, when also under steam or 
other mechanical power, shall carry in 
the daytime, forward, where it can 
best be seen, one black cone, point up- 
wards, 2 feet in diameter at its base.” 
Article 15 requires vessels of more 
than 350 feet in length, when at an- 
chor, to sound, in addition to the usual 
bell, in the after-part of the vessel, 
a gong or other instrument which can- 
not be confused with the ringing of 
the bell. It also prescribes a special 
fog signal for the last vessel in. the 
tow, when it is possible to keep that 
vessel manned. A new signal is also 
prescribed for vessels aground in or 
near a fairway. Changes other than 
the above deal largely with increased 
range of visibility of the prescribed

agencies and the Finance Department 
expends the funds in accordance with 
the legal] obligations created by them. 

From April 6, 1917, to November 11, 
1918 approximately 300,000 cantracts 
were entered into by the War Depart- 
ment. The property accounting and 
contract audit division of the office of 
the chief of finance has audited 113,968 
of these accounts and found $70,119,- 
747.25 due the United States. Of this 
total $5,000,000 was recovered by the 
office of the chief of finance and of the 
residue some was cancelled while the 
balance was turned over to the General 
Accounting Office and the Department 
of Justice for collection. 

This accounting and contract audit 
division also reviews reports of irreg- 
ularities and discrepancies in connec- 
tion with the audits of property ac- 
counts and takes action to secure reim- 
bursement for missing property. A 
total of 3,087 stock record accounts are 
maintained under the division’s super- 
vision representing property, exclusive 
of land and fixed improvements, valued 
at $2,300,000,000. It is this division 
which handles the inventory and in- 
spection reports and the reports of the 
survey of property. 

Before an. obligation may actually 
be incurred it is necessary for the 
branch or bureau controlling the funds 
to be obliged to prepare and process 
through the office of the Chief of 
Finance, all procurement authorities 
issued by them to their procuring 
agencies, whereupon an account is 
opened and a record of all transactions 
effecting same is made in the estimate 
and apportionment branch. This record 
shows the net amount authorized, 
amount expended and the ‘purpose for 
which it is expended, that is, for wages, 
supplies, materials, equipment, trans- 
portation or one of the other many 
items required in a military establish- 
ment. 

Accounts gf the money alloted by 
officers and enlisted men to their 
families and dependents also are kept 
and payment made of their insurance 
premiums to commercial firms, and to 
the Veterans Bureau for government 
insurance. Thse latter accounts total 
more than half a million dollars a 
month. 

A most important duty of the Chief 
of Finance is that which he performs 
in his capacity as budget officer for 
the War Department. This is a func- 
tion which has been assigned by the 
Secretary of War to the Chief of Fi- 
nance under the provisions of the 
Budget and Accounting act. The 
Budget officer for the War Department 








lights, the requirement that certain 
lights shall be shown at all times, in- 
stead of maintained ready for use, and 
similar matters. 

Recommendations 

The Convention recommended the 
establishment, maintenance, or exten- 
sion of radio aids to navigation, syn- 
chronized radio and underwater sig- 
nals, and depth-sounding apparatus. It 
further recommended publication of an 
international system of distress sig- 
nals for use by life-saving stations, 
and that steps be taken to insure that 
shore lights be so administered as not 
to be mistaken for or impair the vis- 
ibility of navigation lights of the port. 

The following recommendation deals 
with aircraft on the eurface of the 
water: “Under the International Col- 
lision Regulations, aircraft on the sur- 
face of the water are within the defini- 
tion of ‘steam vessels.’ As such, they 
are i to lights, make 
sound signals and maneuvers, both in 
respect of surface vessels and of each 
other, in a manner t is not, in some 
instances, possible for them, due to 
the physical limitations of aircraft. At 
the same time, they can and should 
take upon themselves some definite 
measure of responsibility for the avoid- 
ance of collisions between surface ves- 
sels and aircraft on the surface of the 
water, and it is necessary that their 
rights and duties, when on the surface 
of the water, should be defined. 

“In order that an _ international 
agreement may be reached coverin 
those provisions of the Internatio 
Collision Regulations which apply to 
surface vessels and to aircraft on the 
surface of the high seas and on the 
waters connected therewith, navigable 
= sea-going vessels, the Contracting 

vernment recommend, in the inter- 
ests of safety of life at sea, that this 
auestion should be studied by the com- 
petent authorities in the countries con- 
cerned, so that there may be an ex- 
change of views, and an endeavor made 
to bring about an international agree- 
ment. The Government of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and North- 
ern Ireland is requested to take the 
necessary action in the matter.” 





under the instructions and directions 
of Secretary of War builds the budget 
estimate of the War Department. 

Approximately 1,500 cases are 
handled each ewek by the advisory and 
administrative section which solves 
perplexing problems which come up to 
the men in the field. 

It is. this section which has most 
contact with the Comptroller General’s 
office, for problems on which there is 
no- precedent are put up to that office 
for adjudication. This secticn inter- 
prets laws and regulations, advises on 
National Guard matters, answers ques- 
tions as to the availability of appro- 
priations other than pay and allow- 
ances, watches the post exchange and 
company fund indebtedness and han- 
dles the rewards for deserters. It also 
has charge of compiling the important 
table of official distances. 

Another function of this section is 
the handling of foreign claims includ- 
ing those arising out of the A. E. F. 
This foreign claims section is the di- 
rect successor of the pre-Armistice Re- 
placement Section and Allied Relations 
Section, Supply Division General Staff, 
the Special Representative of the Sec- 
retary of War, and the United States 
Liquidation Commission, also subordi- 
nate A. E. F. organizations, the gen- 
eral Sales Agent and the Renting, Re- 
quisitions and Claims Service. It also 
handles accounts of the sales of sur- 
plus Army material t oforeign govern- 
ments which last year amounted to 
$569,000. 

The savings accounts of enlisted men 
handled by the office of the Chief of 
Finance now total more than $2,000,- 
000, which will be returned to the men 
with four per cent interest upon com- 
pletion of their enlistments. This is 
handled just as accounts in a commer- 
cial bank are handled. 

Among the many interesting prob- 
lems handled by the Finance Depart- 
ment are those arising out of automo- 
bile accidents in which Army vehicles 
are involved. The property accounting 
and contract audit division reviews 
each case to determine responsibility 
as far as damage to government prop- 
erty is concerned while the advisory 
and administrative section handles the 
claims made by civilians in connection 
with such accidents. 

The activity known as the Collec- 
tions Branch, Accounting Division, Of- 
fice of the Chief of Finance, corre- 
sponds to that of a Trust Officer in 
a well organized bank. This branch 
has charge of collecting all moneys 
due the United States (War Depart- 
ment) on account of the sales of sur- 
plus property, camp sites, buildings, 
ete., as well as the collection of rents 
on account of leased War Department 
land or storage space. 

A copy of each contract covering 
the sale of War Department surplus 
property is on file in this branch, to- 
gether with any securify or collateral 
that may have been given to protect, 
the interests of the United States. This 
security or collateral is in the form 
of promissory notes, surety bonds, fire 
and windstorm insurance policies, mor- 
tgages, stocks or bonds of the purchas- 
ing coniractor. The office of the Chief 
of Finance has in its vaults on ac- 
count of the 52 contracts now being 
administered by the Collections Branch 
promissory notes in the value of $68,- 
000 and bonds valued at $982,497. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1929 there was col- 
lected by the Colleciions Branch on 
account of these contracts the total 
sum of $3,410,779.32 which was _de- 
posited in the Treasury of the United 
States. 

There is on hand at this time in this 
branch 474 leases to iandividuals and 
firms, covering the use of War De- 
partment property, on account of which 
approximately $40,000 per month was 
collected during the fiscal year 1929. 
Fire insurance policies on hand total 
$4,014,675. 

Under the old system, during the 
year 1916 and the early part of 1917 
there were approximately 500 separate 
disbursing accounts rendered by dis- 
bursing officers for the several 
branches. Following the World War, 
when the war time accounts had sub- 
sided and the business of the Army re- 
turned to a more normal condition the 
number of disbursing accounts was re- 
duced under the new regime to less 
than 100. A very advantageous reduc- 
tion from an.economical and business 
viewpoint. 

The consolidation of all disbursing 
functions in one department has made 
it possible to meet the obligations of 
the department prompily when all ac- 
counts become due. There are but few 
instances of any bills remaining un- 
paid for a longer period than 30 days; 
troops and personnel of the Service,

disbursing officers and agent officers 
detailed to assist during the peak pe- 
riod, are now simultaneously paid on 
the last day of each month, unless for 
some reason the conditions of the serv- 
ice or commanding officers permit a 
delay in payment; over 98 per cent 
of discounts offered by commercial 
firms dealing with the War Department 
and its agencies are taken advantage 


of, and the small percentage of dis- 


counts lost is due only to delayed 
deliveries or other valid administra- 
tive reasons. 

The net result is that the Army is 
virtually on a cash basis so far as its 
creditors are concerned. No record 
of discounts taken betore 1919 are pre- 
served, though it is known discounts 
offered were seldom taken advantage 
of by disbursing officers. Following 
the creation of the Finance Depart- 
ment, and for the fiscal years 1920 to 
1929 inclusive there has been saved to 
the government $3,036,525.59 in dis- 
counts. 

The Finance Department is indepen- 
dent in every respect from conteel 3 by 
the procurement bureaus, paying ail 
their obligations, giving an independent 
audit of all money vouchers before 
payment and having nothing whaiso- 
ever to say in regard to the creating 
of the obligations. It makes complete 
analysis of all disbursements of appro- 
priations for the military estabiish- 
ment producing data of much value tc 
the procurement bureau chiefs and es- 
sential for the use of the Secretary of 
War in making his decisions. 

It has nine complete years of experi- 
ence under peace conditions and has 
demonstrated its fitness to meet the 
normal peace requirements. 

The Finance Department disburses 
each year epepexine $300,000,- 
000.00 and collects ap ately $26,- 
500,000.00. These bursements in- 
clude the obligations of the procure- 
ment branches, the pay, mileage and 
allowances of officers and enlisted men 
of the Regular Army, the Reserve 
Corps, R. O. T. C., C. M. T. C., and 
the Armoty drill pay of the National 
Guard. 

Some of the advantages resulting 
from the operation of the Finance De- 
partment are as follows: 

1. It is of direct benefit to the tax- 
payer because it results in a reduced 
overhead and a saving to the Treasury 
of the United States in obtaining cash 
discounts, lower prices and more re- 
sponsible bidders. 


2. It is of direct benefit to the con-. 


tractors for they can definitely count 
on prompt settlement of their bills 
against the War Department. 

8. It is of direct benefit to the of- 
ficers and enlisted men of the Army 
in that they now receive more prompt 
payment than ever before while their 
interests are at the same time more 
thoroughly pro . 

4. It is of direct benefit to the Presi- 
dent of the United States and his bud- 
get bureau because without a consoli- 
dated financial set-up with statistical 
data and centralized accounts it would 
be quite impossible to build a budget 
estimate for the War Department 
which would be within the President’s 
limitations, and would give due weight 
to the relative importance of the va- 
rious needs of the estimating services,

Fuqua Inspects 34th Inf. 


M4:. GEN. STEPHEN O. FUQUA, 

Chief. of Infantry, returned Au- 
gust 16 from a visit to the 34th Infan- 
try, Fort Eustis, where he has been 
observing the activities of that regi- 
ment. 

Unusual interest is focused at this 
time on the 34th Infantry, because of 
the motorization test now in prepara- 
tion. The 34th Infantry was recently 
selected as the first Infantry regiment 
in the United States Army to have its 
transportation completely motorized 
with modern equipment. All animals 
have been eliminated from the regi- 
ment and replaced by motor vehicles of 
various classes. The regiment is now 
undergoing reorganization preparatory 
to an extended test to determine the 
practicability of replacing animals 
with motors in the Infantry regiment 
and to ascertain specific types re- 
quired. A total of 100 motor convey- 
ances of a variety of types have been 
furnished. These include 23 cross- 
country cars with light cargo bodies; 
19 cross-country trucks, 4-wheel drive, 
1%-ton; 15 cross-country trucks, 4- 
wheel, 2-wheel drive %-ton; 14 cross- 
country trucks, 6-wheel, 4-wheel drive, 
%-ton; 8 motorcycles with side cars; 
5 tractors, 344-ton; 1 tractor, 1%4-ton; 
5 kitchens, rolling, trailers; 1 truck, 
750 gallons, gasoline. 

The equipment above listed is in- 
tended to provide transportation for 
heavy weapons formerly transported 
by animal drawn means, signal equip- 
ment, combat equipment, organiza- 
tional property and bag; , supplies, 
certain personnel formerly mounted on 
animals, and for a nuclei of personnel 
to arm the heavy weapons. Equip- 
ment has not been provided for trans- 
porting the entire personnel of the reg- 
iment. In such experiments as require 
the transportation of all personnel, 
heavy trucks will be supplied from ex- 
isting stock.

DISABLED RE-COMMISSIONED IN N. G., BUT NOT IN RESERVE. 


IFFERING ATTITUDES of the Comptroller General and the War Depart- 
D ment towards the officers retired under the Fitagerald-Tyson Act—the Emer- 
gency Officers’ Retirement Act—this week occasioned an inquiry by the Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United States designed to bring about a clearer 
understanding in the matter. 

The Comptroller General has ruled that a member of the National Guard 
retired under the above act may be re-commissioned in the National Guard and 
receive full benefits—pay for active duty, etc. The War Department has made 
no ruling, but the policy of the Adjutant General’s Office has been not to re- 
commission Reserve Officers retired under the act upon the expiration of their 
five-year commissions. 

The Reserve Officers’ Association, it was declared at its national _head- 
quarters, does not condemn the War Department’s policy of not re-commission- 
isabled Reserve Officers, but is anxious to see the apparently contra-

ety attitudes of the two branches of the Government clarified. 





MUST DRAFT NEW AIR PROGRAMS 


VIATION ALSO has been proposed as requiring curtailment. Secretary 
Good. is credited with stating that the program for this branch of the Serv- 
ices will be extended over a long term of years and the appropriations thus will 
be correspondingly reduced. The Navy is completing its original five year 
program, the Army is about to do so. New programs must be drafted. We 
cannot believe the President, who, as Secretary of Commerce, showed such great 
interest in this new art, will permit its decline, for to the Services is due largely 
the tremendous advance made in flying. To cut down the activities of the Army 
Air Corps and the Navy Flying Service will be to arouse air discouragement. 
We do not believe the people as a whole will consent to anything of the kind. 
Congress, which is very responsive to public sentiment, is not at all likely to ap- 
prove any such plan. We are optimistic so far as aviation is concerned. 





CITE QUICK RESCUE BY ARMY TRANSPORT 


As an example of the efficiency of Army Transport crews, the following extract 
from Narrative Report of the U. S. Grant, voyage arriving San Francisco, 
Calif., July 19, covering the rescue in eight minutes of an enlisted man who fell 
or jumped .overboard at sea, is cited by the Quartermaster Corps. 


“Pyt, Anthony A. Lenzen, C. A. C., an Army casual en route Manila 
to San Francisco, fell or jumped overboard on the morning of July 14 
at 7:40 a. m. Emergency boat signal sounded at 7:40 a. m. Ship 
turned about and in a few minutes pulled up alongside the soldier. Star- 
board boat placed in water, manned by 2d Officer A. Erickson and 
emergency boat crew. Man was recovered in boat at 7:48 a. m. 

“24 Lt. Edwin L. Johnson, Infantry, jumped overboard and swam 
to the side of the soldier after boat was in water.”

ADVOCATES “TALKIES” IN RESERVE TRAINING.

“Though the cost of initial equipment might at first seem formidable, it 
must be realized that this method would eliminate a great many direct and in- 
direct expenses involved in our present system. that the installation once provided 
would be available’for the diversified instruction of all branches of the service 
and that it would entail a big saving in the supply of officer personnel now neces-~- 
sary in imparting instruction.”

AIR CORPS SENDS AID TO INJURED CAVALRY OFFICER. 


N ERRAND OF mercy recently performed by an Air Corps pilot, which was 
the means of averting prolonged suffering on the part of an Army officer who 
had been thrown from his horse, is recorded in the Air Corps News Letter. Capt. 
H. C. Holdridge, Cav., an instructor at a training camp at Stroudsburg, Pa., was 
the patient who made the trip in the aerial ambulance. His right arm was 
broken at the shoulder, and he suffered such ‘pain that. a message was dispatched 
to the Chief of Cavalry to arrange for his immediate transportation to Walter 
Reed General Hospital. 

Communicating this message to the Chief of the Air Corps, an airplane was 
promptly dispatched to Easton, Pa., piloted-by Lt. J. E. Upston. There being 
no suitable landing field at Stroudsburg, Capt. Holdridge was brought by auto- 
mobile to Easton. 

Piloting an 02-J observation plane, Lt. Upston made the trip back to Wash- 
ington with his patient in an hour and 25 minutes. The airline distance between 
Washington and Easton is approximately 200 miles, and by train the journey 
would have required nine hours and, in addition, a stop over en route to make 
train connections. 

Promptly upon the arrival of the 02-J plane at Bolling Field, a waiting 
ambulance was ready to take the patient to the hospital.

U. S. S. PENNSYLVANIA TO UNDERGO MODERNIZATION 


WHEN present plans for the modernization of the U. S. S. Pennsylvania are 
earried into effect at the Philadelphia Navy Yard, she will be the senior 
admiral flagship of the United States Fleet, succeeding the Texas. The new im- 


provements and equipment will represent an outlay of approrimately $7,500,000, . 


according to officials of the Navy Yard. 

The modernization plans call for the installation of blisters as additional pro- 
tection against torpedo attack by submarines, elevation of turret guns, improve- 
ment in the fire control, the addition of catapaults for the launching of aircraft, 
and changes in the present boiler power. 

_ The battleship will go into drydock either the latter part of this month or 
in early September, according to reports. The tentative date of completion of 
the improvements that will be made, has been set for March, 1931. 

The Pennsylvania is the seventh of the first line battleships of the Navy to 
undergo complete modernization, Congress having authorized this work to be 
carried out at intervals on two ships at a time. The U. S. S. Arizona will be 
rebuilt at the same time as the Pennsylvania, but the work will be done at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, making the eighth.

WILL GET EXTRA PAY. 

Enlisted men who are attached to 
submarines or other vessels which are 
required by the orders for gunnery ex- 
ercises to engage in sound competition 
and who have completed satisfactorily 
the listeners’ course at the Sound 
School at New London or San Diego, 
and who are detailed as listeners by 
their commanding officers in numbers 
not to exceed two on each ship shall 
receive additional pay as follows, ac- 
cording to changes recently made in 
Article D-5321 of the Bureau of Nav- 
igation Manual, 1925 edition:

In 1921 and 
1922 Mr. Havill took the post-graduate 
course in aeronautical engineering at 
the Naval Academy, following this by 
a post-graduate course in the same sub- 
ject at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, which accorded him the 
degree of Master of Science from the 
latter institution. Since that time Mr. 
Havill has had duty at the office of 
the Inspector of Naval Aircraft, East- 
ern District, New York; at the Naval 
Aircraft Factory, Philadelphia; at the 
Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, N. J.; 
with the USS Los Angeles; and at the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy Depart- 
a in charge of the propeller sec- 
ion. 

He is the winner of the Wright 
Brothers medal for meritorious con- 
tributions to aeronautical engineering 
awarded by the Society of Automotive 
Engineers in 1928. This medal has 
been offered by the Society since 1924, 
but none of the papers received by the 
Board of Award complied with the re- 
quirements as to the originality and 
worth of the contribution until 1928, 
when Mr. Havill’s paper, entitled “Air- 
craft Propellers,” was accorded the 
distinction.

any agreement that dces not provide 
either absolute or comparative parity. 
The prospects of any other settlement 
being indorsed by the American pub- 
lic or approved by the Senate are nil. 
For this reason, if for no other, the 
advise of our naval experts is essential. 

In some quarters it is felt that op- 
timism now is even more misplaced 
than at the beginning. It is pointed out 
that with the Far East situation flar- 
ing up the reparations tangle coming to 
a head, with all the  ill-fefelings 
against England it engendered,( there 
is scant prospect of the MacDonald 
government being able to make any 
material concessions, however much it 
may desire to do so. 

If reports from London indicate that 
the French and Italian situation will 
make it impossible for the British to 
accept dny American reduction pro- 
gram, a graceful way out of the dilem- 
ma may be found through a mutual 
agreement to let the whole matter go 
over to the 1931 conference. 

From the present outlook, whatever 
the outcome, the American Navy’s fif- 
teen new cruisers will be built. In 
fact, there has been no real interrup- 
tion of the building program to date as 
the presidential statement specifically 
stated that “the laying of the keels 
would be deferred.” Obviously, for the 
time being, that can be done without 





causing any serious delay in their con- 
struction. 





Navy Cooperates With Graf 
HE United States Navy is continu- 
ing its cooperation with the Graf 

Zeppelin. Lt. T. G. W. Settle, U. S. N., 
who made the trip across the Atlantic 
on the Zeppelin’s first flight, has left 
Washington for Los Angeles to train 
a ground crew for mooring the dirigi- 
ble at Miles Field on its arrival there 
on its return trip to the United States. 
An emergency mooring mast also is 
to be established at Camp Lewis, near 
Seattle. 

The Navy will at all times be ready 
to assist the Zeppelin by furnishing 
weather reports and other information 
which might be asked for when it is 
possible to establish communication by 
the Naval wireless station at Arlington. 

The Graf is now on its long trip from 
Freidrichshafen to Tokyo, which has 
been described as one of the most 
hazardous trips which has yet been un- 
dertaken by the ship, as it will pass 
over much unmapped and unexplored 
country. 

Lt. Comdr. C. E. Rosendahl, U. S. N., 
and Lt. Jack C. Richardson, U. S. N., 
are passengers on the rond-the-world 
flight. Mr. C. P. Burgess, a civilian 
employee of the Navy in the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, went as far as Friederich- 
shaffen in the capacity of observer. Lt. 
Comdr. C. E. Rosendahl is the guest of 
Mr. Randolph Hearst and Lt. Richard- 
son was delegated by the Navy to take 
the trip at the invitation of the Zeppe- 
lin Co. His capacity is that of observer 
taking special cognizance of meteoro- 
logical conditions, methods of proce- 
dure and the operation of the ship. 





Revise Navigation Tables 


REVISED edition of H. O. Publi- 

cation No. 208, Navigation Tables 
for Mariners and Aviators, has been 
printed and is available for distribu- 
tion, the Navy Department announced 
this week. This book differs from the 
original edition in having all noted 
errors in the tables corrected. In the 
first edition confusion was experienced 
by some, in the different procedure of 
measuring hour angle of the sun from 
the lower meridian as the initial point, 
while hour angles of stars were taken 
from the upper meridian. In conform- 
ity with the nautical definition of hour 
angle, the method has been altered to 
a uniform system of measuring all hour 
angles from the upper branch of the 
meridian westward through 360 de- 
grees. Rules are now clearly stated, 
so that when the hour angle falls in 
any quadrant, no confusion will arise. 
A special case arises where the hour 
angle is between 90 degrees and 279 
degrees or greater than six hours east- 
ward or westward of the meridian; 
here a slight difference in procedure 
must be adopted, it was announced. 

The paragraph “Explanation in De- 
tail” and “Notes on Solutions” have 
been revised. The examples illustrat- 
ing the “Use of Tables” are arranged 
to fall under the different cases. A 
few new examples are included, to- 
gether with another method of star 
identification, and new cases arising 
in the determination of distance. A 
table for converting mean into sidereal 
time is another addition. 

As the plates of the first edition were 
already cast in type, it was deemed 
too expensive to make any additional 
changes with the arrangement of those 
tables, the Department stated. 

The second edition has been furnish- 
ed to all ships with the request that 
copies of the first edition be returned 
to the Hydrographic Office. 





NEW CUTTERS NAMED 

The Secretary of the Treasury has 
approved the assignment of the names 
Itasca, Sebago, and Saranac, respective- 
ly, to the three new first-class Coast 
Guard cruising cutters now being built 
at the plant of the General Engineer- 
ing * Drydock Company at Oakland. 


These three new cutters will repre- 
sent the most advanced type of craft 
designed for the performance of Coast 
Guard duties, with particular stress on 
their adaptability for the a of life 
and property in peril at sea. ey will 
be 250 feet in length, 2,000 tons dis- 
placement, turbine electric drive, and 
will have a cruising radius of 8,000 
miles. They are being named after 
Lake Itasca in Minnesota, Lake Sebage 
in Maine, and Lake Saranac in New 
York. The contract calls for their com- 





pletion by October 31, 1930. 


Complete ZMC-2 


‘THE United States Navy all-metaj 

dirigible ZMC-2 is now complete ex. 
cepting for a few minor adjustments, 
It has already been inflated at the 
factory of the Detroit Aircraft Cor. 
poration on Grosse Ile, Mich. Test 
flights will be conducted during the 
next two or three weeks and upon their 
completion the ZMC-2 will be delivered 
to the Navy at the Naval Air Station, 
Lakehurst, N. J. 

Though the new airship is compara. 
tively small for a dirigible, it is unique 
among lighter-than-air craft of the 
world, and in it are incorporated three 
distinct aeronautical innovations: 

All metal construction, the world’s 
first all-metal dirigible. 

A new method of control; 

And an unusually low ratio of fine. 
ness. 


The hull is entirely of metal, being 
made of very thin, strong sheet alumni- 
num alloy known as alclad. Light fins 
supplant the usual rudders and ele 
vators for controls. The pair of fins on 
each side of the hull serve as elevators, 
and the top and bottom pairs as rud- 
ders. 

The ZMC-2 is 150 feet long and 52 
feet in diameter. It contains 200,000 
cubic feet of helium gas. 

Its comparatively thick body is de- 
signed to afford great strength in com- 
bination with minimum lift and ease of 
controls. With a crew of four, it is exe 
pected to have a speed of 62 miles per 
hour and a flight radius of more than 
600 miles. 





TRANSPORTATION REFUSED 

The Comptroller General in a recent 
ruling refused to allow Capt. Frank R. 
Armstead, U. S. M. C., transportation 
for his wife and minor son from Seat- 
tle, Wash., to Tientsin, China, where he 
is stationed. 

Capt. Armstead was ordered from his 
permanent station at Mare Island, 
Calif., to the Chinese station. Mrs. 
Armstead and her son were in Seattle 
and the Navy had no boat sailing for 
the Orient until some time in June, 
1928. The request for transportation 
made made on March 1, and the officer’s 


«family sailed from Seattle on the S. §, 


Empress of Canada on March 17, ar- 
riving at Tientsin on April 6, 1928. 
Their tickets and expenses amounted to 
$381.65. 

Comptroller General McCarl ruled 
that the time between March 1 and 
the June sailing was not “an unrea- 
sonable delay” for the dependents of 
an officer in the United States to join 
him at a foreign station,” and refused 
to authorize the payment of the fam- 
ily’s expenses. 


CHINESE SOLDIERS BEST GOBS 
MEMBERS of the crew of the USS 

Panay, a gunboat, were defeated 
in a clash with Chinese soldiers of 
Gen. Ko’s garrison at Chungking, 
China, according to recent dispatches 
to the Navy Department. 

The clash, however, was on the bas- 
ketball court and not on the battlefield, 
and was fought with an inflated ball 
rather than guns and bayonets. The 
game was held in the Chamber of 
Commerce Compound, the auditorium 
of the Chamber building being used 
as a reception room for the Panay’s 
team, and ended in a score of 44-28 
for the Chinese military team, accord- 
ing to reports from Lt. Comdr. J. M. 
Lewis, commanding officer of the Pa- 
nay, the Americans were shown the 
utmost courtesy and excellent sports- 
manship was displayed throughout, 
the crowds cheering both teams im- 
partially. Gen. Ko acted as host to 
the American team and crew of the 
gunboat. He expressed his apprecia- 
tion for the visit of the Panay’s team 
and suggested that a second game be 
arranged in the near future. This, 
however, proved to be impossible due 
to the vessel leaving Chungking. Lt. 
Comdr. Lewis stated in a report to 
the Navy Department that he believed 
such games are a great help in foster- 
ing friendly relations with the Chinese 
and it is contemplated to hold more 
of them in the future.

As an agent of national Security, the 
concern of the Army is the maintenance 
of peace, not the invocation of war. In 
time of peace, the Army does a host 
of things not directly connected with 
fighting, things which rebound to the 
benefit of the country at large. Just 
as Chautauqua by its deep interest in 
the development of the individual has 
become a national force for the ad- 
vancement of culture and ethics, so the 
Army, in the fulfillment of its peace- 
time missions, pays large dividends to 
the nation in the form of concrete 
accomplishment, educational advance- 
ment, practical citizenship and patriotic 
inspiration. It is in view of our com- 
mon interest, not only in the general 
welfare of our country, but also in the 
specific means for achieving this wel- 
fare, that I desire to lay before you in 
brief outline a few of our sefvice ac- 
tivities.

Army in Catastrophes. 

The Army’s readiness and ability to 
aid in time of disaster is generally 
known, but the number of times that 
the Army has been called upon in this 
capacity is seldom realized After the 
San Francisco Fire of 1906, it was the 
Army that took charge of the situa- 
tion, provided enormous camps for the 
homeless, and administered the emer- 
gency relief forces until civilian organi- 
zation could be re-formed. Similar help 
was afforded at the time of the Gal- 
veston disaster, while during the ter- 
rible Mississippi floods of 1927 the 
Army was once again called upon to 
furnish supplies, medicines, shelter, 
guards and administrative assistance. 
In relief work, the Army. knows no na- 
tional boundaries. [t responded to the 
call of humanity after the Mount Pelee 
eruption, and after the great Japanese 
earthquake of 1923. Only six months 
ago military supplies including 1,876 
tents, 9,131 cots and 8,000 blankets 
were sent to Venezuela in response to 
4 need for help following an earthquake 
in that country. 

But the Army is an instrumentality 
of service in small matters as well as 
great. Its urban posts frequently af- 
ford park spaces for the recreation of 
the public at large. Its tentage can 
frequently be made available to supply 
Shelter for civic gatherings. Only last 
month for example, Army camping 
equipment was made available to the 
1,600 Boy Scouts of the American dele- 
gation to the recent London Jamboree. 

I pass over the details of the stories 
of the men, and of the agencies that I 
have mentioned above the more will- 
ingly because most of them are already 
American classics. With your permis- 
sion I shall devote myself at greater 
length to some of the more immediate 
of the peace-time activities of our 
Army. 

The Army has always been a pioneer, 
not only in the sense that it sent Lewis 
and Clark and Zebulon Pike to the 
west, secured and mapped the country 
they opened up, and finally projected 
the transcontinental railroads that knit 
Our country together, but its pioneer- 
ing has affected all departments of our 
material development. The Army built 
our first lighthouses, the lifesaving sta- 
tions on our shores were first linked 
together by Army telegraphs, it was 
only in 1890 that the Weather Bureau

in force, and of their appalling inadequacy to meet the present scale of living 
costs. : 
We want as many people as possible to read that report. Particularly do we 
want it read by editors, professional men, bankers, merchants, indeed, all leaders 
in every community in the United States. If they know, their representatives in 
Congress wil! know, the President will know, and there will follow that legisla- 
tion which, with promotion reform, is essential, in its final analysis, to America’s 
protection. 
A§ A SUPPLEMENT of that report, we want all the people we have named, 

to read the letters which we have been publishing in the Army and Navy 
Journal, and which we will continue to publish. Those letters have satisfied 
such organs of public opinion as the New York Sun and the San Diego Union. 
The editors of F omnes papers are the length of the country from each other, yet, 
reached by the Army and Navy Journal and convinced by the letters published, 
they have joined in stating that pay, both active and retired, must be increased. 
It is a triumph of fact, and no government can disregard it. 








UT WE WANT more people to read and study the report and letters. How 
can this be done? Easily. It is the business of every reader of the Journal, 
it is the business of every officer and man of the six Services concerned, it is 
the business of the National Guard and the Reserve Officers, it is the business 
ot the American Legion and of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, to insist that 
their friends know the situation. That is all we want; that is all that is neces- 
sary. We concern ourselves little with political influence in this vital matter. 
The great thing is to have the people KNOW. Knowledge will mean public 
opinion, and public opinion will bring action. k 
Remember, in asking friends to read the report and letters, we are not asking 
for something to which we are not entitled. The protection of the country is 
their concern as well as ours. Moreover, they know what living costs are. They 
are familiar with their own experience, their own increases in salary and wage, 
and their own struggle with the high prices they are compelled to pay for neces- 
sities. So there is a field of sympathetic understanding already ploughed, and 
all that is necessary is to plant the seed. As we have said before, there is no 
need of, no possibility for, exaggeration. The Services Wart only that which 
they must have to live decently. The facts are the strongest argument that can 
be advanced to prove the necessity. 





E ARE CONFIDENT President Hoover is informing himself about pay and 

promotion conditions in the Services, and we have no doubt he will take 
steps to correct them. It is contended in certain quarters that his recent pro- 
nouncements contemplate enormous cuts in appropriations for the Army, the 
Navy and the Marine Corps, and that consequently proper pay will receive 
short shrift from him. Let us look at the President as he is. A sound, shrewd 
business man, a mining engineer of great ability, he has employed large num- 
bers of men. He knows—no one knows better—that to deny a man adequate 
pay, to refuse him an opportunity for promotion, means the loss of that man 
by his departure for more productive fields of endeavor, or the paralysis of his 
ability and initiative. It means further demoralization and weakness and the 
absence of efficiency. The employer in such cases is over-paying, and the time 
comes when he rues his short-sightedness. President Hoover is for National 
Defense. He will have that defense effective. So, apprised of the facts, we an- 
ticipate not only his acquiescence but his active effort to get the legislation 
so sorely needed. 





‘THE COUNTRY IS in a temper where it will have parity on the seas or know 

the reason why. That is what the President wants. He has said so re- 
peatedly, and the President is a man of his word. The Senate will defend and 
criticize him for suspending the construction of the three cruisers, which, by law, 
was to commence this year. Mr. Hoover contends that a provision in the law 
makes it optional with him as to the time this construction shall commence. We 
are not in agreement with him. We have consulted eminent jurists and lawyers 
and they tell us that the President is wrong, that the law is mandatory, an 
that the provisions he cites in support of his action does not justify it. Even 
though the Senate should adopt a resolution approving his procedure, still would 
the law remain the law. Whatever agreement may be reached with Great Britain, 
construction of the three cruisers would continue to leave us below parity with 
the British Fleet. That Fleet, in order to bring about ity, and if we are not 
to build, must be reduced to a point, which we do not believe the people of the 
Tight Little Isle will permit. We rather gather that whatever agreement may 
be reached, there will remain a margin of superiority a tremendous in when 
we take into.consideration the possibility of armed merchantmen which the 
British Merchant Marine provides—which will make parity a mockery. 





E ARE NOT sorry that the General Staff is making a survey of conditions 

in the Army. Under the leadership of its able Chief, Gen. Summerall, we 
+? a study which will make for the betterment of the land and air forces. 
The General Staff is made up of broad-minded citizens who, in considering our 
national defense needs, view sanely the income and outgo of the country, the 
relations which exist with other eS ene the possibilities of friction with 
them, and the kind and extent of defense which we require. They take into 
account, also, the fact that under no circumstances must a dollar be expended 
that is not necessary, and that the lower the taxes the greater the funds avail- 
able for national development and prosperity. The General Staff also wants to 
get the highest possible efficiency out of every dollar spent. Therefore, we be- 
lieve from what we know of Gen. Summerall and his assistants that a study 
will be presented to the President which will be revealing in its presentation of 
our situation and of the needs of the Army and the Air Corps, and which will 
set a standard that it will be well for the country to observe. 





HE SENATE WHILE it is talking about the President’s disarmament policy 

can do one thing which will show Great Britain we mean business. It can 
pass the promotion bills for the Navy and the Marine Corps which are on its 
calendars. Those bills will help conditions in the Services. Moreover, in passing 
them, the Senate will be doing for the Sea forces what it already has done in be- 
half of the Army. Unlike the latter measure, there is practical unanimity in the 
Navy and the Marine Corps for the promotion reform which the bills propose. 
Let us have action on them during the extra session, so that when the 
session begins the final step will be approved by the House.

was turned over to the Department of 
Agriculture by the Army Signal Corps. 

It was the Army Signal Corps that 
first pioneered aviation and the Army 
Air Corps that first demonstrated the 
capabilities of airplanes in the historic 
flight around the world. More recently 
still it demonstrated the practicability 
of sustained flight by its experiment 
with the Question Mark. On the purely 
technical side, to mention only a few, 
we owe to the Air Corps such things 
as the Earth Inductor Compass, and 
the perfection of aerial photography. 
The highly efficient aviator’s parachute 
was brought forward to fill the Army’s 
needs. To this must be added the ex- 
tensive activities of our aerial arm in 
crop dusting and in the scattering of 
tree seed with the idea of re-foresting 
bare and eroded mountain slopes. But 
the purely technical activities of the 
Air Corps are the least of their con- 
tributions. In the years immediately 
following the war, the graduates of the 
Army flying schools were a tremendous 
factor in the development of commer- 
cial aviation. While no longer almost 
the exclusive source of our highly 
trained pilots, these schools continue 
their contribution to the nation’s flyers. 
Nor is this all. The Air Corps has 
borne the burden of engineering de- 
velopment and is in many respects a 
rigantic aeronautic laboratory. The 
spectacular flights that demand the ut- 
most from the aviator and from his 
machine, that telescope distance in 
terms of time, are not by any means 
stunts. They are rigorous tests of ma- 
terial and of man’s ability to handle it. 
They are to aviation what a speedway 
is to the automotive industry. From 
the bombers and transport planes of the 
Air Corps have evolved the air freight- 
ers and passenger carriers of commer- 
cial aviation. In the pursuit plane lies 
the germ of the sky sportster of to- 
morrow. 

The Pioneer of Aviation. 

Equal in interest to the technical de- 
velopment of aviation are the experi- 
ments being conducted by the Army 
with motor transportation. Some of 
the leading designs of trucks were laid 
down in an Army motor shop. The 
necessity of moving troops and their 
accessories of cannon, ammunition, and 
supplies rapidly, economically, and com- 
pactly by motor vehicles is an im- 
portant military problem. Its demands 
on the automobile in the way of com- 
bining speed, endurance, and ability to 
cross rough country have not yet been 
satisfied. But the problem is being at- 
tacked and it is my belief that it will 
be solved. Its solution is bound to en- 
tail eventual benefits for all who are 
concerned with heavy duty hauling, 
from the farmer to the coal merchant. 

Military Chemical Discoveries. 

You are undoubtedly generally fa- 
miliar with the benefits accruing to the 
nation as the result of research by the 
Army Chemical Warfare Service. Crop- 
dusting, the fumigation of ships, indus- 
trial gas masks are now an old story. 
This service is continuing to attack 
problems of wide economic and civic 
interest, problems that present them- 
elves more and more insistently as the 
march of science puts new and untried 
materials and processes at our disposal. 
Recent achievements include the de- 
velopment of ship bottom paints to pre- 
vent the growth of barnacles, and im- 
pregnating materials to protect sub- 
merged piling against the action of de- 
structive marine borers. On the oc- 
casion of the terrible explosion and fire 
at the Cleveland Clinic last May, at 
the request of the authorities of that 
city, an investigation into the causes 
of the disaster was initiated by the 
Chemical Warfare Service. The inves- 
tigating board has completed its labors, 
and its report on the causes and effects 
of the catastrophe, together with its 
recommendations as to precautionary 
measures against recurrences, has been 
published. It is to be hoped that this 
investigation will result in the future 
saving of lives and in the curtailment 
ot human suffering. 

But the Army has not exhausted the 
possibilities of old-fashioned pioneer- 
ing. When it became advisable to in- 
stitute surveys of the proposed Nic- 
araguan Canal route, the job was 
handed over to the Corps of Engineers. 
This same corps has been vested with 
the execution of the vast Mississippi 
flood control project. Their selection 
in the latter task is a tribute not only 
to their ability and to their efficiency, 
but also to their probity and freedom 
from bias. 
ing for the protection of properties and 
entire localities, sometimes at the ex- 
pense of other areas, it was essential 
that recourse be had to an agency that 
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would be sure to operate without fear 
and without favor in the interests of 
the general welfare, with a national 
rather than a local perspective. 

So much for a brief and sketchy sur- 
vey of the Army as a modern pioneer 
agency. I should like to lay before 
you another aspect of its peace-time 
activities. Life, as we all know, is 
largely a matter of intangibles. What 
makes it sweet to us is the things 
that cannot be grasped in the hand. 
John D. Rockefeller has rated the pos- 
session of good health as more im- 
portant than the possession of any sum 
of money, and health is in the lower 
order of our impalpable belongings. It 
is as a creator and distributor of in- 
tangibles that I recommend the Army 
to you. 

Most obvious of these is necessarily 
health. The soldier is proverbially ro- 
bust and hardy. His life is largely in 
the open, his diet is adequate and sci- 
entifically adjusted to his needs, his 
vitality is so developed that at the end 
of his day’s work he indulges strenu- 
ously in the numerous athletic sports 
that are available. The appeal of the 
physical side of Army life constitutes 
one of the strongest of the attractions 
of the camps, both of the National 
Guard and of the Reserve components 
of the Army. 

The Soldier’s Education. 

The most pervasive element in the 
Army is education, the service as a 
whole is undergoing a continuing pro- 
cess of self-training and self-advance- 
ment. Rank and file alike spend al- 
ternate periods in study and in im- 
parting to others that which they have 
learned. The soldier of today is not 
the machine-drilled automaton of Fred- 
erick the Great, he is a man forced to 
act largely on his own responsibility, 
to draw on himself for endurance, for 
will power, for decisions. The more 
he knows, the more valuable he is. In 
recognition of this state of affairs, the 
Army makes available to its enlisted 
men of every station a system of Post 
Schools, wherein are conducted courses 
in general education as well as in the 
useful trades. 

By the very nature of its activities 
the Army is forced to develop a great 
number of enlisted technicians. The 
need for telephone men, chauffeurs, ra- 
dio operators, electricians, automotive 
and aviation mechanics is obvious. But 
an efficient Army requires a host of 
other specialists. To name only a few, 
we need cobblers, warehousemen, plum- 
bers, surveyors, steam engineers, sad- 
dlers, photographers, chemists. Good 
cooks are just as essential to a com- 
pany or battery as good officers, in fact 
they go together. 

The specialists just mentioned, and 
numerous others, are all developed in- 
side the Army. Some are the projects 
of training within military organiza- 
tions, some are taught at special 
schools. Wherever their instruction is 
acquired, it is always practical and is 
imparted by the applicatory method. 
The student learns by doing, not by re- 
mote theorizing, nor even by watching 
the actioris of an instructor. It is the 
case method applied to handicrafts. The 
telephone lineman undoubtedly requires 
a certain knowledge of electrical theory. 
This he is taught, but the real gauge 
of his efficiency is the proper laying of 
his wire and its maintenance in the face 
of adverse conditions. Here is the prac- 
tical test of his ability, a similar prac- 
tical test applies to the training of all 
Army technicians. The success of these 
schools is attested by the difficulty the 
Army finds in retaining its trained men. 
From its ranks there is flowing a con- 
stant stream of capable craftsmen who 
find that the monetary rewards of civil 
occupation are too large to be counter- 
a even by the appeal of Army 
ife. 

This is the broad base of the Army 
School system, above it rises a pyramid 
of educational] institutions, the schools 
of the different branches of the serv- 


| ice, the special schools, the Command 
| and General Staff School, and at the 


apex the Army War College. A com- 
missioned officer, counting four years 
at West Point, may well expect to spend 
ten years of his service as a student 
in the various Army educational insti- 
tutions. In every school, no matter 
what its scope, he will find the same 
practical viewpoint in the planning of 
courses, the same applicatory meth 
and the same emphasis on turning ort 
teachers as well as satisfactory stu- 
dents. 
Religion in Army. 

Then there is the religious side of 
Army training. From the beginning 
of our country the religious influence 
upon the Army has been conspicuous. 
It continues today and rightly so. Sta- 
tistics show that the people of the 
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average of church attendance than is 
attained in the normal civilian com- 
munity. And this attendance comes 
without coercion or compulsion. In each 
Citizens’ Military Training Camp serv- 
ices have been available every week for 
all the major divisions of religious be- 
lief. It is in such an atmosphere that 
the soldier dwells, be he Regular, Na- 
tional Guardsman, or member of the 
Organized Reserves. 

And at this point I cannot refrain 
from expressing my appreciation of the 
Army Chaplains. Theirs is a task 
which must be undertaken without 
sham or pretense. A fundamental 
characteristic of the soldier is his in- 
tolerance of all that is unreal. The 
successful chaplain must live his faith 
without fear and without reproach. I 
am happy to say that the challenge of 
service has induced 1,200 clergymen of 
all the leading faiths in America to 
obtain Chaplains’ commissions in the 
Reserve component of our peace es- 
tablishment. 

Next comes training in leadership. 
The military service is a service of 
leaders. In so basic an element as the 
infantry platoon, out of its 58 mem- 
bers, 18 or over 30 per cent, are specif- 
ically designated as leaders. But our 
doctrine goes further than that. We 
hold and provide that when as many 
as two individuals are gathered to- 
gether, one of them must be a leader. 
Our training is conducted with this 
goal in view, in all components of the 
Army there is instilled the idea that 
every man must be prepared to lead 
when the opportunity or the obligation 
therefor arises. Our task is facilitated 
by the reason that the proportion of 
natural leaders is high among those 
who interest themselves in the military 
service. I know that our contribution 
to the country’s progress in the form 
of developed and stimulated leaders is 
of tremendous value. 

This then is a hurried accounting of 
the Army’s stewardship. An agency of 
security, it maintains the peace. And 
it is so fortunately situated that, in ad- 
dition to its primary function of de- 
fense, it is enabled to return continuing 
dividends to the American people of 
material and technical advancement, of 
practical idealism, of applied patriot- 
ism and of stimulated citizenship. 





Increase Helium Output 


PRODUCTION at the new Government 
helium plant near Amarillo, Tex., has 
been steadily on the increase, it was 
announced recently. During the month 
of July 648,850 cubic feet of helium of 
an average purity of about 97 per cent 
was produced. 

In a statement issued by Bureau of 
Mines this week it was stated: 

While detai'ed cost data are not yet 
available, it is confidently believed that 
production costs at the new plant will 
be well within the previously estimated 
figure of $20.00 per thousand cubic feet 
of helium. This is the lower figure 
at which helium has ever been pro- 
duced, so far as is known to the Bu- 
reau of Mines. Only a single unit of 
the plant is now in operation. When 
the second unit is completed, in the 
near future, the normal capacity of the 
plant will be far in excess of present 
Government requirements. With prac- 
tically the same fixed charges, produc- 
tion can then be increased to any de- 
sired amount up to 20,000,000 cubic 
feet, or more, per year, and costs per 
thousand cubic feet of helium will de- 
pend on the amount of orders received. 

Large Saving Is Possible 

The average cost of helium produced 
at the Fort Worth plant during 1926 
was about $34 per thousand. Compared 
with this figure, a cost of $20 per thou- 
sand effects a saving of approximately 
$36,000 in the helium required for a 
single filling of the “Los Angeles,” or 
$91,000 in the cost of the 6,500,000 cu- 
bic feet required to fill one of the big 
ships now under construction for the 
Navy. 

Shipments of helium are now being 
regularly made from the Amarillo plant 
is specially designed tank cars to the 
Navy at Lakehurst, N. J., and to the 
Army at Scott Field, near St. Louis, 
Mo., and at Langley Field, near New- 
port News, Va., for use in the dirigibles 
operated by these services. 

Before the World War, helium, which 
had been obtained only in _ small 
amounts as a curiosity in scientific lab- 
oratories, cost about $2,000 per cubic 
foot. As the result of research by the 
Bureau of Mines, in cooperation with 
other Governmental agencies and com- 
mercial interests, production costs have 
been brought down to approximately 2 
cents per cubic foot. 

No other nation is able to provide 
its dirigibles with this rare, noninflam- 
mable gas, it is pointed out, because 
supplies of helium-bearing gases in 
magnitude sufficient for such large 
scale production have so far been dis-

Procedure Changed 


DYE to the frequent changes in of- 

ficer personnel on vessels of some 
steamship companies, a condition re- 
sults wherein a vessel may be quali- 
fied in all respects to fly the flag of 
the Merchant Maraine Naval Reserve 
on one trip and not qualified on sub- 
sequent trips, according to statements 
of the Navy Department. In order to 
obviate unnecessary cancellation and 
reissue of warrants, and to avoid the 
inconvenience to ships and steamship 
companies, the Secretary of the Navy 
has recently outlined the following pro- 
cedure to be followed in the case of 
ships already warranted to fly the 
flag which fail to meet any of the va- 
rious requirements: 

1. When the defiiciency is liable to 
be permanent or long continued the 
warrant will be returned to the Com- 
mand for further transmittal to the 
Chief of Naval Operations for cancel- 
lation. 

2. When the deficiency is temporary 
and will probably be corrected within 
six months, the warrant will be con- 
sidered suspended during the whole 
time the deficiency exists. The war- 
rant will be retained on board the 
ship warranted but it shall be the 
duty of the commanding officer to no- 
tify the Commandant of the Naval Dis- 
trict concerned, with no unnecessary 
delay, of the fact that the warrant 
has been suspended. Likewise, it will 
be the duty of the commanding officer 
of the ship concerned to again notify 
the Commandant when the deficiency 
is removed and all conditions required 
for lawfully flying the Merchant Ma- 
rine Naval Reserve flag are met. 

The law creating the present Naval 
Reserve requires that, among other re- 
strictions, the master or commanding 
officer and not less than fifty per cent 
of the officers of a ship be members

In fact if he is doing all 
this on his pay and allowances he is 
such a remarkable financier that he has 
no business in present position what- 
ever. He should be Secretary of Treas- 
ury or Chief of Finance at least. He 
has talent that Is being wasted. How- 
ever, I am inclined to think that he is 
not such a wonder after all. Something 
wrong somewhere. A dollar wont do 
but just so much. True, some people can 
get more out of the same money than 
ean others. But there is a limit. No 
one can do all that he says he is doing 
on any range of pay and allowances 
that I have ever heard of in the DEML 
of which I, too, am a member. True I 
have known a few DEML men that 
raised poultry, or did something else on 
the side that added to their incomes, 
or their wives worked at good pay or 
something of the sort, that could do 
almost what this fellow “Satisfied” says 
he is doing. But they did not go “any- 
where and everywhere.” 

Nor do I think that fellows like “Sat- 
isfied” are the best friends of the Army. 
The best friends of the Army are the 
ones that fight all governmental dis- 
crimination against their family (the 
Army). Sure all those that are dis- 
satisfied with present conditions can 
quit or transfer as “Satisfied” says. 
But which is the better and more noble 
son of a family? The one that stands 
by and tries to improve conditions of 
the family at large, fighting against 
all discrimination against his people, or 
the one that stands by, but no matter 
what condition is imposed on himself 
and family, takes the attitude that 
there must be no complaints, no re- 
sistance, but yield the back in humble 
and to “Satisfied” joyous submission?

Just do away with the Army entirely. 
Talk about getting good men for the 
Army. How do you expect a real able, 
capable and ambitious man to be at- 
tracted to the Service? Oh yes I could 

it in compliance with the law of self- 
‘amily. I want to see the Army done 
justly by. And I don’t think I am 
doing more than my duty when I add 
my growl to the others, whether or not 
it leaves a good taste in the mouth of 
“Satisfied.” Of course I may have to 
quit in compliance with the law of self- 
preservation. But won’t I be a fine 
recommendation for the service? How 
many men will want to have their sons 
go into the Army when they know 
about the actual chances, as exempli- 
fied by myself and others in the same 
boat.

RETIRED PAY SMALL. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
I AM a retired captain wholly and 
permanently disabled on account of 
wounds received in the World War. I 
am entirely dependent on my retired 
pay for support of myself and family 
consisting of a wife and three children. 
1 uve in a small town and the entire 
community are aware of the fact that 
I am an officer of the Army, therefore 
it is necessary that I maintain a cer- 
tain standard of living. 

The worry I have each month in try- 
ing to make ends meet is rapidly tear- 
ing down what little health I have 
left. Here are the figures: Monthly pay, 
$165; insurance deducted, $22; balance, 
$143. Expenses—Payment on home, 
$51; groceries, $50; heat, $3; lights, $4; 
water, $3; doctor bills, $15 (I need one 
often); laundry, $8; milk, $5; total, 
$139. I have $4 left to purchase such 
necessities as clothing, medicines, ice, 
meat, ete. 

We have no car. My wife is wearing 
old clothing made over. My children 
often ask why we never go to the 
movies. Life is very, very hard for 
them. Had it not been for the war, I 
would have been a major drawing over 
$400 per month in the profession I se- 
lected upon graduation from college. 
If I did not hold the rank of captain, 
U. S. Army, I would get some pencils 
or shoe strings and go down on the 
streets and sell them in order that my 
family could have the necessities of life 
which they are not getting now. My 
message to the officers and men now in 
active service is this: “Save something 
from your pay, if you can, for if you 
are unfortunate enough to become to- 
tally and permanently disabled and 
have to exist on your pay, you will

Yet, I’m still a willing officer, and

During the period of our rm 
expansion our Army rightfully earned 
the high respect and deep gratitude of 
all that remarkable group of can 
manhood who built our t railroads, 
founded our Western cities and, more 
than any others, indicated so clearly 
the paths of future greatness for our 
country. In all this, the Army, mostly 
stationed along our advancing frontier, 
bore an indispensable part; not only 
did it guard advancing railheads 
against savage, vindictive, never quiet 
foes who otherwise would have made 
the railroads impossible, but every- 
where it stood between a budding civ- 
ilization and the forces of red sav- 

and white lawlessness that would 
so £ have killed that civilization. 

That group of constructive, f 
ing pioneers knew that they owed the 
whole chance of their success to the 
Army’s protection, and they were gen- 
erous in their recognition of the debt. 
For many years they and their sons 
were dominant in business and com- 
munity life; they held their old friends, 
the regular Army, in high esteem, and 
they gladly did what they could for the 
Army families. They knew that Army 
pay afforded but a bare living at best, 
and they stepped into the financial 
breach. Wholesale prices for merchan- 
dise, special rates at hotels, railroad 
passes for officers on leave and for 
their families were some of the nearly 
universal expressions of that ancient 
gratitude to the Army. By force of ex- 
ample, the same custom penetrated to 
many places in the East as well. 

But with the continued growth of 
civilian prosperity, other groups of cit- 
izens came to exploit the opportunities 
opened up by the pioneers and to dis- 
place their predecessors in the control 
of civic and industrial affairs. And 
these arrivals for the most part “knew 
not” the Army, and cared less. Many 
were immigrants from an army-hating 
European peasantry, or the descend- 
ants of such peasants who much earlier 
had settled in self-insulated colonics 
east of the Mississippi. Practically 
none had had first hand help from the 
Army as had the pioneers; and none 
could see any reasons for continuing a 
preferential treatment of the Army. 

So, little by little, the generous privi- 
lege of rates and low prices was with- 
drawn; the railroads first, with the 
procurement of a Federal law to pre- 
vent the giving of passes. A new gen- 
eration of merchants rapidly followed 
suit, in obedience to socialistic ideals 
and additional profits. 

But a sense of gratitude was never 
the whole reason. by any means, for 
reductions to an Army clientele. An 
impelling factor among shopkeepers 
had always been the comfortable as- 
surance that Army charge accounts 
would be paid in full as soon as pos- 
sible, with very few ever charged off 
as bad debts. Merchants competed for 
such accounts, and attractive discounts 
were justly considered good business 
policy in securing them. 

But the World War greatly changed 
all this, and indirectly hurt the regu- 
lar Army’s fair credit. During the hec- 
tic months of 1917 crooks masquerad- 
ing in uniform, and other crooks who 
alas! had a temporary right to wear 
the uniform, abused the trust which 
merchants, ‘hotel managers and bank- 
ers had learned to place in that uni- 
form; and many were the instances 
where such gentry used the opportunity 
to leave unpaid bills behind them or to 
work active fraud. One New York 
bank alone, in a few short weeks, lost 
over $70,000 to check raisers in uni- 
form, most of whom then promptly de- 
serted to avoid the consequences, 

Needless to say, the regular Army, 
with life careers and Service ideals to 
guard, furnished not a one of these in- 
stances. But the average business man 
had no means of discriminating be- 
tween individuals in uniform, and the 
Army’s fair name suffered, along with 
the fair treatment the Army had pre- 
viously enjoyed. 

Thus it is that today, outside of a 
few cities like the National Capital, 
there are few places where anything 
like the old, generous consideration is 
still shown the Army; and these few 
are invariably places where the direct 
influence of some old-time personal 
friend of the Army still endures. The 
retail merchants’ associations, the same 





who forced the Government to increase 
commissary prices, have in recent years 
worked to reduce greatly the number 
of such firms. And where reductions 
are still given, the firms who give them 
are mostly organized by a private com- 
pany which has parasitically invaded 
this field and has succeeded in securing 
for its own profit half the discount in. 
tended for the Army people. On the 
whole, therefore, this source of adding 
to or conserving Army incomes hag 
practically ceased to exist, with the 
result that the discrepancy between in. 
come and outgo has become appreciably 
greater than ever. 

It is difficult to say just how much 
difference this custom once made in our 
living expenses. Much, of course, de. 
pended on where the officer was serv. 
ing. He could always order things to 
advantage from the better known mer- 
chants of large cities; and many an 
Army family went on a visit home, or 
on a vacation, or put up at good hotels, 
when none of it would have been pos. 
sible to them without the saving passes 
of special rates. On changes of station 
the expenses of dependents would often 
have been a crushing burden without 
such help. On certain kinds of duty, I 
know personally, it is no exaggeration 
to state that such help made a differ. 
ence of 20 to 25 per cent in an officer’s 
pay. To others, the difference was less, 
From my own experience and from 
close acquaintance with other officers 
over more than 40 years, I would esti- 
mate that the average gain to all offi- 
cers was once certainly not less than 
8 per cent of their pay. 

And most of this was still available 
to officers when the 1908 pay schedule 
was adopted. Therefore, along with all 
the other factors which have reduced 
the actual pay of the Army since that 
date should be included this further re- 
duction of at least 8 per cent.

ADDITIONAL INCOME NEEDED 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
ie has seemed to me that one aspect 
of the pay situation has not received 
the attention which it is due. I refer 
to the fact that present conditions force 
upon an officer or his family the neces- 
sity of obtaining additional income by 
some form of extra-professional work. 
The following statistics, although brief 
and simple, are enlightening. 

The writer recently served in an or- 
ganization which included, at the time 
covered by this letter, a total of nine- 
teen officers actively on duty. Of the 
nineteen officers, eleven of them (or 
their families) were engaged in adding 
to the family income as follows: 

A’s family was not on the post, and 
partly earned their own living. 

B took on odd jobs when he could get 
them. One year he succeeded in add- 
ing $300 to his income by this means. 

C spent all his spare time writing 
and managed to sell enough to add $400 
or thereabouts to his yearly income. 

D added to his income by working 
with a small finance organization, in- 
cluding management of funds which 
had been left to him. 

E’s wife worked during the day and 
most evenings outside the home. E, of 
course, had to spend a great deal of 
time lookjng after the three children 
and on other household duties. 

F added to his income by serving as 
part-time reporter for a local paper. 
By diligent effort he succeeded in add- 
ing some $250 to his income. 

G’s wife worked days outside the 
home. As they also had children, G 
himself naturally devoted considerable 
time to caring for them, washing 
dishes, and helping with other house- 
hold tasks. 

H’s wife had an avocation which 
could be pursued at home and which 
paid her small amounts. H _ himself 
worked hard trying to increase his in- 
come by writing, but had not been very 
successful. 

K and L (omitting I to avoid confu- 
sion, and J for the customary reason) 
were interested in the stock market 
with funds which had been left to them. 
They were increasing their incomes by 
speculative investment (not margin 
speculation) and were devoting their 
spare time to financial study. 

M had a job to which he gave must 
of his spare time. It is so unusual in 
character that I will not add more de- 
tailed information as it might involve 
personalities. Suffice it to say that I

am sure only the pinch of circumstances 
he could not otherwise control forced 
him to do that kind of work. (Perhaps 
I should add for the benefit of those 
facetiously inclined that it was not 
bootlegging.) 

Of the 1emaining eight officers, three 
were bachelors who apparently did not 
find themselves quite so hard pushed, 
or at least did not work at anything 
on the side, to my knowledge. It is 
possible, of course, that some of these 
eight were earning additional funds 
without the knowledge of other officers 
of the organization. 

It seems to the writer that the fore- 
going hardly needs to be commented 
upon. Surely these officers would be 
more valuable to the Government of 
their pay were sufficient to permit them 
to devote their vital energies to their 
chosen professions. It is undoubtedly 
to the advantage of the Government to 
have officers take up as hobbies marks- 
manship, riding, study of military his- 
tory, or studies to keep up with the 
progress of their particular branch of 
the service. 

Lest it be thought that this group of 
officers happened to be unduly extrava- 
gant, further statistics are in order. 
Probably the best index on an effort to 
“keep up with the Joneses,” if such 
efforts were made, would be found in 
the automobiles owned. Remember 
that a car was practically a necessity 
on that post; no officer could hope to 
keep up to the average efficiency with- 
out frequent use of his own car for 
Government business. Of the nineteen 
officers in all grades from colonel to 
second lieutenant, seventeen owned cars 
as indicated in the table below:

One of the Fords in use was seven 
years old and another was well along in 
its eighth year of service. Surely there 
is no evidence here of reckless expen- 
ditures. 

One more set of statistics will fur- 
nish the conclusion for this epistle. The 
writer was adjutant of the organiza- 
tion for some time and had occasion to 
know that of the nineteen officers: 

Four (4) were so badly in debt that 
their creditors had resorted to corre- 
spondence with the War Department. 

The above conditions are so repre- 
sentative that I am sure the officers of 
nearly every organization of the ap- 
proximate size noted will feel that this 
is a description of their particular cir- 
cumstances. 

Hoping that this will aid in arriving 
at a solution of the pay problem.

ADJUSTMENT WOULD HELP. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
I HAVE been following your articles 
relative to the pay data in each is- 
sue, have just read the article of the 
Joint Pay Board, and noticed your re- 
quest in the issue of August 3, so will 
submit my side of the argument. 

An adjustment of ranks in the va- 
rious grades would in my opinion be 
very beneficial to all concerned, for 
instance, take the rank of ist Sgt 
Prior to the present pay bill, the Ser- 
geant Major, The Quartermaster Ser- 
geant, the First Sergeant and Gunnery 
Sergeant of the Marine Corps were all 
Ist grade . C. O.’s, and no one 
doubted their rightful positions in that 
rank. (I am going to dwell on the 
Marine Corps as I am not versed on 
the Army up to the point where I can 
quote facts.) When the present pay 
bill was submitted, no doubt by some 
one who had no idea what a first ser- 
geant is or should be, he along with 
the gunnery sergeant was automatically 
placed in the second grade, where he 
still is for purpose of pay. Although 
in the Navy they still think enough 
of this rank to maintain him for every 
other purpose with the Chief Petty 
Officers, whose pay is somewhere near 
$40.00 per month more. Take a Ist 
Sgt. in the Marine Corps on board of 
ship or in charge of detached troops, 
of which any number of stations exist 
particularly on the East Coast, he is 
the second in command, must under- 
stand the work of the Post Sergeant 
Major, the Quartermaster Sergeant and 
the Paymaster Sergeant but still is 
rated as a second grade N. C. O., 
whereas the above-mentioned are Ist 
grade N. C. O.’s drawing the increased 
pay, for performing one (1) line of 
work only. Again take the ist Sgt. 
on Aviation assignment, he cannot get 


_ flight orders according to regulations, . 
the Gunnery Sergeant with flight or- 


ders receives one-half again his pay.

EN. CHARLES P. SUMMERALL, 

Chief of Staff, has sent a tele- 
— of congratulation to Maj. Hugh 

Knerr, Air Corps, who commanded 
the east to west coast flight of the 
Second Bombardment group. 

The group left Langley Field, Va., 
at 6 a. m. August 5, and shortly after 
sunset August 6 was in Rockwell Field, 
Calif., in such condition that it was 
ready for any mission which might 
have been assigned to it. As a matter 
of fact a flight of three planes with 
simulated bombs took off on a mission 
to the seaward within a half hour after 
landing at Rockwell Field, returning 
after dark. 

The flight constituted one of the 
most important tactical missions per- 
formed by the Air Corps since the war 
and clearly demonstrated the feasibility 
of reinforcing the defenses on either 
coast by successive flights of bombard- 
ment type aircraft in less than 48 
hours. 

Congratulatory Message. 

Gen. Summerall’s telegram follows: 
“Maj. Hugh J. Knerr, 

Commanding the 2nd Bombardment 


Group, 
Rockwell Field, Coronado, Calif. 

“I take great pleasure in extending 
to you and the officers and men of the 
Second Bombardment Group my com- 
mendation on your flight from the east 
to the west coast completed August 6, 
1929 the account of which I have just 
read with great interest. This flight 
not only indicates the high degree of 
training and professional ability on the 
part of the officers and men concerned 
and a most satisfactory condition of 
equipment but it affords most illum- 
inating data on the possible operations 
of such groups in time of emergency. 

Summerall.” 

Details of the flight are contained in 
a report received at the War Depart- 
ment as follows: 

“The flight from Langley Field to 
St. Louis was accomplished between 
six a. m. and two p. m. At St. Louis 
the weather forecast was severe with 
thunderstorms due in Missouri. In or- 
der to eliminate this hazard the Group 
took off for Kansas City as soon as 
servicing was completed, arriving at 
Kansas City at 7:30 p. m. August 5. 

T. A. T. Cooperates. 

“The Transcontinental Air Transport 
kindly offered its services to us at 
Kansas City and there it was learned 
that the weather would probably be 
fair for the flight to Albuquerque that 
night. Thunderstorms were present 
along the route but it was not antici- 
pated they would cut across our course. 

“The Group left Kansas City at ten 
p. m. same evening, August 5, on a di- 
rect compass course for Albuquerque. 
The lighted airways from Kansas City 
to Wichita and to the east could be 
seen for the first two hours after which 
no check was attempted on towns along 
the route. 

“Severe thunderstorms were encoun- 
tered after leaving the vicinity of Wich- 
ita moving from the northwest, two of 
them crossing our route so as to make 
it necessary for us to pick our way be- 
tween adjacent storms. Dead reckon- 
ing had to be resorted to in order to 
be certain of hitting our destination at 
Albuquerque at daylight. 

Always in Touch. 

“The squadron commander was in 
constant communication with his flight 
leaders who in turn were able to com- 
municate with members of their flights, 

“On some occasions ships were ap- 
parently in trouble or straggling, how- 
ever, assurance that everything was all 
right was soon evident and it was not 
necessary to resort to the use of flares 
by other ships in order to get the ship 
in trouble on the ground safely had it 
been necessary. Likewise during the 
day the flights between Langley Field 
and St. Louis, and between Albuquerque 
and Rockwell Field, weather reports 
from the Transcontinental Air Trans- 
port System, from the air mail between 
New York and Chicago, and the radio 
beacon at Scott Field, which by the 
Way was completed two hours before 
we used it, were received and maximum 

use made of this information. 

“Shortly after daylight we crossed 
a railroad and picked up the name on 
the station, which with the aid of an 
ordinary map, fixed our course posi- 
tion on the route for Albuquerque 
where we arrived at 7:45 a. m. August 
6. Here the facilities of the Trans- 
continental Air Transport were avail- 
able to the Air Corps and in addition 
the local authorities had placed nine 
560-gallon tanks of gasoline in a shal- 
low hole in the ground. These tanks 
were placed one hundred feet apart so 
the airplanes could be taxied over them 
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Aeronautical Notes 


The recently released report of U. S. 
Air Corps for the period ended June 
80, 1929, shows that the Air Corps per- 
sonnel totaled 10,842, as against an au- 
thorization of 10,195. ‘Of 1,143 offi- 
cers, 72 were detailed for training, leav- 
ing a total effective strength in officers 
of 1,071. There was a gain of 46 of- 
ficers over the last reported period. 
There was a net loss of six Air Re- 
serve officers since the last report. 





The National Air Races are to be 
held at Cleveland, Ohio, from August 
24 to Septemper 2.

There gas tanks 
could be dropped in case of a forced 
landing at night. 


Aid at St. Louis. 

“At St. Louis the local authorities 
put their men at our disposition and 
servicing was accomplished in a very 
short time. We were dependent upon 
our own crews to aid us at Albuquerque. 
With only two men to handle almost 
600 gallons of gasoline, 35 quarts of 
oil, check motors and make airplane 
inspection, per ship, caused a delay 
until noon before we were able to take 
off. This incident impressed itself 
very thoroughly on all concerned as be- 
ing one which must be taken care of 
in case it is necessary to dispatch tac- 
tical units across the continent in suc- 
cessive waves in a minimum length of 
time. Our experience was that a two 
hour interval is sufficient if trained 
personnel is available at the servicing 
point. 

“Leaving Albuquerque at noon, flying 
a compass course for San Diego, we 
arrived there at sunset with eight of 
the original nine bombers, one having 
been forced out at Winslow, Ariz., 
shortly after leaving Albuquerque. 
Upon landing the airplanes were in- 
spected, necessary arrangements made 
for accomplishing any mission which 
might be assigned to them. One flight 
of three airplanes with simulated 
bombs was dispatched upon a bombing 
mission to the seaward within a half 
hour after landing. All airplanes were 
found to be in condition for immediate 
use upon arrival at Rockwell Field. 
The crews of the planes were also 
equal to any emergency demand that 
could have been made on them was 
demonstrated by the bombing mission 
executed within one half hour after 
landing. This mission took off at dusk 
and returned after dark. 


41 Hours Elapsed Time. 

“The total elapsed time including 
the bombing mission was in the neigh- 
borhood of 41 hours from the time 
the group left Langley Field on the 
east coast, total time in the air 30 
hours. 

“A recent graduate of the air naviga- 
tion school at Wright Field accom- 
panied the flight. He worked hard and 
conscientiously at the problem of navi- 
gation both day and night. It was ap- 
parent that the tools provided gradu- 
ates of the air navigation school at 
Wright Field do not measure up to the 
capabilities of its students. Ordinar- 
ily air navigation is a matter of sec- 
ond nature to an experienced Air Corps 
officer. Cases will arise where it is 
necessary to resort to accurate instru- 
mental fixed position and modern equip- 
ment should be provided. 

“The most valuable item discovered 
as a result of this flight from a tac- 
tical point of view was that young 
officers from Kelly Field can be trained 
within a year’s time to undertake any 
mission to which they may be assigned. 
Of the eighteen officers in the flight 
over one-half of them had little prac- 
tical experience outside of their routine 
training. 

“The second item of interest was the 
fact that civilian aircraft servicing 
agencies should be given encourage- 
ment to equip themselves in a way ade- 
quate to the demands of military op- 
erations. men par Bag cr than willing

POLES VIE FOR McKENNEY PRIZE. 

Warsaw, Poland (Special).—On July 
14 the 1st Horse Artillery Group of the 
2nd Cavalry Division held the first an- 
nual competition for the yearly prize 
established by Lt. Col. R. I. McKenney, 
C. A. C., U. S. Military Attache at Po- 
land from 1925 to 1929. The competi- 
tion was held at the summer training 
camp of the group near Sniadowo. The 
prize of $50 (445 Polish Zloty) was di- 
vided among fifteen individuals, eight 
prizes for horsemanship and seven for 
gunnery. The first prize in each com- 
petition was 100 Zloty. 

Only soldiers of the 1906 and 1907 
classes who had excellent records were 
eligible to compete. There were 15 en- 
tries in the horsemanship contest and 
12 for the gun laying. 

The horsemanship contest consisted 
of a test in management of the horse 
at command, followed by a cross-coun- 
try ride of 7 kilometers with a limit 
of 28 minutes and an obstacle ride 3 
kilometers in length with six jumps. 
Condition of the horse and the rider, 
loss of equipment, time and perform- 
ance counted in the final score. The 
contest was with full field equipment. 

The gun laying contest was for ac- 
curacy and speed, and was similar to 
the corresponding part of the gunners’ 
examination in the U. S. service, but 
included also laying of the piece while 
wearing the gas mask. 

Following the competitions was a 
jumping contest, participated in by 20 
soldiers of the group. The course con- 
sisted of 12 jumps of different charac- 
ters. The showing made was most cred- 
itable for the ordinary service mount 
as was used. This was followed by an 
exhibition of cossack riding by a se- 
lected group of soldiers, which aroused 
much enthusiasm among the villagers 
and peasants who assembled to watch 
the exercises. 

The prize winners were all given 
certificates, which were presented by 
Mrs. Marya Durska Trzasko, wife of 
the Chief of Staff, while Maj. Emer 
Yeager, the present U. S. Military At- 
tache, presented the money prizes. One 
of the conditions is that the winner of 
the horsemanship prize must clean the 
loving cup which Col. McKenney pre- 
sented the Commander and Officers of 
the group before his departure in 
March, 1929, once each week. 

Col. A. Durski Trzasko, the former 
Commander of the group and now 
Chief of Staff of the lst Corps Area, 
drove out from Warsaw for the day 
with his wife and Maj. Yeager. Sev- 
eral well known artillery officers from 
other units were present. 

After the exercises the officers of the 
group entertained their guests for din- 
ner at the Officers’ Mess, where Col. 
Durski Trzasko presided. He expressed 
the appreciation of the group to Col. 
McKenney, the donor of the prize, to 
whom the regimental toast was drunk. 
Maj. Yeager responded for Col. Mc- 
Kenney.

Tells Computation Methods 


OMPTROLLER GEN. McCARL in 

a recent letter to the Secretary of 
the Navy outlined the correct procedure 
in computing the pay and allowances 
of a commissioned warrant officer. The 
letter was as follows: 

The Secretary of the Navy: There 
has been received your first indorse- 
ment of July 12, 1929, requesting de- 
cision of the question submitted in let- 
ter of the Paymaster General of the 
Navy dated July 6, 1929, as to the 
proper method of computing the pay 
and allowance of a commissioned war- 
rant officer during his second three 
years of commissioned service for. the 
period February 16 to 28. 

Referring to the decision of this of- 
fice of April 12, 1929, A-26094, holding 
that under the limitations prescribed in 
section 2 of the act of February 16, 
1929, 45 Stat. 1187, the total pay and 
allowances of a commissioned warrant 
officer during his first three years of 
commissioned service may not exceed 
$260.26 for a 28 (or 29) day month, 
$262.66 for a 30-day month, or $263.87 
for a 31-day month; during the second 
three years of commissioned service 
may not exceed $268.60 for a 28 (or 
29) day month, $271 for a 30-day 
month, or $272.20 for a 31-day month, 
etc., and to the decision of June 29, 
1929, A-27728, holding that the said 
limitations were applicable to commis- 
sioned warrant officers entitled to the 
saved pay of a warrant officer, the 
Paymaster General states: 

“It is requested that a decision be ob- 
tained as to the proper rate of pay of 
a commissioned warrant officer draw- 
ing the saved pay of a warrant officer 
after 12 years’ service, for the month 
of February. There appears to be two 
methods of arriving at the rate of pay 
of a chief warrant officer under these 
conditions, to-wit: 

“(a) From February 16 to February 
28, pay at $189 per month, one-half 
equals $94.50; rental allowance at $60 
per month, one-half equals $30; sub- 
sistence allowance February 16 to 29 at 
$1.20 a day, $15.60; total, $140.10; 
monthly limitation, $268.60, one-half 
equals $134.30; differences, $5.80. 

“(b) February 16 to February 28, 
pay at $189 per month, one-half equals 
$94.50; rental allowance at $46 (re- 
duced by limitation) one-half equals 
$23; subsistence allowance February 16 
to 28 at $1.20 a day, $15.60; total, 
$133.10. 

“2. It will be noted that in example 
(a) if one-half of the pay and one-half 
of the rental allowance is allowed and 
subsistence allowance at the rate of 
$1.20 per day for 13 days, total pay 
equals $140.10. One-half of the month- 
ly limited rate of $268.60 equals 
$134.30. The difference, $5.80 would 
be required to be deducted from the 
rental allowance. In case’ (b) if the 
rental allowance is reduced first by $14 
on the basis of one month, and $23 is 
allowed as rental allowance for the 
last half of February, total pay and 
allowances for that period would be 
$133.10, or a difference of $1.20 in the 
two methods. It is requested that a 
decision be obtained whether a chief 
warrant officer, with dependents, draw- 
ing the saved pay and allowances not 
to exceed $134.30 under method (a) or 
$133.10 under method (b) for the pe- 
riod from February 16 to February 
28.” 

The example submitted is that of a 
commissioned warrant officer with de- 
pendents during his second three years 
of commissioned service who is entitled 
to the saved pay of a warrant officer 
after 12 years’ service, $189 per month, 
whose total pay and allowance may not 
exceed $3,250 a year, or $268.60 for the 
month of February. The question pre- 
sented is how the amount of $268.60 
should be divided between the first and 
the second half of the month. Where 
the statute fixes a maximum for pay, 
rental, and subsistence allowances, it 
has been customary in the computa- 
tion to reduce the rental allowance 
first to bring the total within the statu- 
tory limit. See A-25612, January 15, 
1929, to the Secretary of War. And 
for fractional portions of 28, 29, or 31 
day months the payment must be so 
adjusted that, were the conditions to 
continue for a year, the officer’s pay 
would exactly equal the statutory limit.

one into the recommendations of the 
joint board and was wnprepared to 
draw conclusions as to the trend the 
revision should take, but that upward 
revisions have been the general experi- 

ence in America. 

Secretary Good said that he regret- 
ted the coincidence of the publication 
of the report hard on the presidential 
order which resulted in some quarters 
in the classification of it as the “Army’s 
answer” to the President. It would 
have been better, he said, if the report 
had been delayed. 

If the need for it can be clearly dem- 
onstrated, the Secretary said, “no one 
would hardly be quicker to respond to 
upward revision of pay than the Presi- 
dent himself.” 

The Secretary recalled that while he 
was in Congress it was he who offered 
the amendment that resulted in in- 
creased pay for the enlisted men. 

With virtually all Congressional 
leaders out of the city, no reasonable 
forecast can be made as to the possi- 
bility of favorable action at the next 
session. Officially nothing further is 
being done at the present time, but 
certain members of the board are quiet- 
ly working out a rough draft to serve 
as a basis for the proposed bill in the 
event one or more of the committees 
take up the matter in the early days 
of the regular session and ask for de- 
partmental recommendations.

N A REPORT to the chairman of the 
House Military Committee, Secre- 
tary of War Good recognizes that H. R. 
8592, to more clearly define the status 
of reserve officers not on active duty 
or on active duty for training only, 
meets deficiencies in existing law. 
However, he suggested the omission, in 
the text, of the expression “or while on 
active duty for instruction or training 
only,” and, in the phrase “shall not be 
held—to be persons holding any office 
of trust,” the substitution of “place” 
for “office.” 

“The bill,” his report states, “defines 
the status of reserve officers so broadly 
that the well established and desirable 
relation of these officers to our military 
law would be disturbed in time of 
pone. Thus reserve officers might be 

eld ineligible to sit on military courts 
or boards in time of peace and the legal- 
ity of orders issued by reserve officers 
on active duty for training purposes 
might be successfully questioned.” 

The War Department believes that 
the amendments it suggests to H. R. 
8592 will meet the difficulties cited and 
facilitate passage.

The floating supply, moreover, of 
shares of many of the operating com- 
panies must be getting rather small,

In order to prevent the escape to an 
uninfested area of any fruit flies 
which might be taken on board Navy 
vessels, the Secretary of the Navy has 
ordered that all practicable measures 
be taken to the effect that no vessels 
ef the Navy which are likely to touch 
United States ports of the Gulf off 
Mexico or the Pacific Coast or port of 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Florida, or Porto Rico take on 
board Florida host fruits or vegetables 
for any purpose. - 

This applies, it was stated, to arti- 
cles which have been produced in Flor- 
ida, whether they are purchased in that 
State or elsewhere. Host fruits and 
vegetables include all citrus and non- 
citrus fruits except watermelons and 
pineapples, peppers of all kinds, gourds 
pumpkins, squashes, tomatoes, beans of 
all kinds except cow peas and egg- 
plants, according to the order.
